WHEN MARK TWAIN CAME 


ARK TWAIN came to San Francis- 
co from Nevada to save a grand 
jury the trouble of indicting him 

for his part in the preliminaries of a 
bloodless duel. This was in 1865 or 
1866, his old friend and employer, Jos- 
Ko T. Goodman, not certain 
about the year. Twain’s first work was 
on the Morning Call, the paper which 
Colonel J. J. Ayres and three other 
printers had lately pooled their large 
industry and small capital to establish. 
Never good at routine labor, the young 
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**Still, an occasional joke played upon. 
&n uhsuspecting victim and racy items) 
of news made the stranger’s visits very 
welcome and showed that he had a fund 
of humor ready for any occasion. He 
was not only an inveterate joker, but 
also smoker, at least one box of cigars 
disappearing every week on an average. 
He made himself perfectly at home in 
my office, but would seldom leave with- 
out a parting joke. 

‘*T became quite attached to the 
stranger, who proved to be Mark Twain, 
a nom de plume then hardly known be- 
yond the borders of California, as he 
was just commeneing his literary career. 

‘*His favorite pastime was riding 
horseback. We had no livery stables in 
those days, and every afternoon the na- 
tives would have horses saddled for hire, 
One day he took the first plug that came 
to the door, mounted him, and started 
off for the aeeustomed ride to Waikiki, 
scarcely looking to see what his animal 
was. fore reaching the seashore the 
animal began to give out, The more he 
spurred the beast the slower he went, 
till at last he came to a dead halt, Mark 


beating him as furiously as eyer, A 
stranger came along and remomstrated 
with the rider, saying that the horse 
was asleep. He instantly dismounted 
and had to give up his ride for that day 
at least. The poor animal! probably had 


vothing to eat for a day or two. 


‘*Thus ended Mark's ride, and as the 
tram cars were not then running, he had 
a long walk back to town, In one of 
his volumes he tells the story a little 
differently, as having occurred on the 
trip to the voleano,’’ 

Probably the most beautiful thing 
Mark Twain ever said of any country 
was his apostrophe to Hawaii, made in 
a speech at Chicago long years after he 
bad looked pon that land of enchant 
ment for the last time. It is not inelud 
ed in his published works, which makos 
it all the more worthy of preservation 
here: 

‘*No alien land in all the world has 
any deep, strong charm for me bat that 
one; no other land could se longingly 
und beseechingly haunt me, sleeping and 
waking, through half a lifetime, as that 
one has done, Other things leave me, 
but it abides; other things change, but 
it remains the same. For me its balmy 
airs are always blowing; its summer 
seas flashing in the sun; the pulsing of 
its surf-beat is in my ear; I can see its 
garlanded crags, its leaping cascades, its 
plumy palms drowsing by the shore; its 
remote summits floating like islands 
above the cloud-rack; ean feel the 
spirit of its woodland solitudes; I can 
hear the plash of its brooks; in my nos- 
trils still lives the breath of flowers that 
perished twenty years ago.’’ 


Two or three years since, Mark Twain, 
in acknowledging a gift from Hawaii 
for his home at Stormfela—the t be- 
ing a mantelpiece of native woods grav- 
ep with the Polynesian word of love 
and greeting, ‘‘Aloha’’—~his reply des- 
eribed Hawaii as ‘‘the most beautiful 
fleet of islands anchored in any sea.’’

ars in a fugitive article of Mar 

wain’s which shows that the humorist 


Mark Twain did not write long for 


the Herald, but while he did he fell: 


#foul of his old friend Whitney, saying, 
among other things, that Whitney wae 
jealous of him because he spoke the 
truth so naturally, a process which gave 
Whitney the lock-jaw. ‘‘But he ought 
not to be jealous,’’ said Mark; ‘‘he 
ought not to try to ruin me because {I 
am more virtuous than he is; I can-not 


help it—it is my nature to be reliable, 


just as it is his to be shaky on matters 
of faét—-we cannot alter these natures— 
us leopards can not change our spots.’’ 


In San Francisco, as a member of the 
staff of the Alta California, Twain set 
about getting better acquainted. He be- 
came a member of the Bohemian Club 
and there are a few people living here 
who recall him as such, William Greer 
Harrison among the rest. The club had 
auarters on the second floor of a build- 
ing on Webb and Sacramento Streets; 
and there Twain found congenial com- 
pany. He had Kittle reputation as a 


writer then, but his bubbling humor 


made him friends. ‘‘He impressed me,’’ 
says Mr, Harrison, ‘‘as being a very 
well read man and a close student, but 
Lis predominant trait was humor. He 
could see something humorous and ri- 


diculous in things that would not be 
noticed by others, For example, he 
would look at those two owls on the 


mantel and see something humorous 
about them that had been overlooked 
by every one else until he had pointed 
it out.’’ Nevertheless, Mark Twain was 
not a good mixer, and his chronic impe- 
cuniosity kept him trom spending much 
money with the boys, If anybody lived 
at the club in those days Twain was not 
one of them. He was always looking 
out for a cheap boarding-house, and one 
day, when a friend met him on the 
street carrying a cigar box, he said he 
was moving. For a while he lived in.a 
printer’s tenement across the way from 
old St, Mary’s; and when times were at 
low ebb he did not disdain to sleep 
on a pile of rags or papers in the Alta 
office. One story of his poverty he tells 
in ‘‘ Roughing It.’’ He found a piece of 
money in the street and let it he there 
while he walked away and came back 
to it, over and over again, so as to feel 
oncé more the joyful shoek of discovery. 
In the end he guve the coin to a hun- 
grier man, 

During this period Mark Twain got 
the Alta to send him abroad as a corres- 
pondent, with an excursion which was 
eaving New York for Europe and the 
Holy Land, His letters made him fam- 
ous and the Alta proposed to publish 
them, after they had appeared in its 
columns, in book form; but Joseph T. 
Goodman, as next friend, induced the 
publishers to let the author have the 
copyright. The result was ‘‘Innocente 
Abroad,’’ ; 

Before the book was ready for the 
piess Twain returned here, and as funds 
were low he coneluded to give a lecture, 
at $1 per ticket. The Bohemian Club 
rose to the emergency, So did other 


reeks. A few days before the lecture 
e me novice got a letter of pro- 
test signed by W. H. L. Barnes, Rear-

In one of his books Mark Twain tells 
of the success of the lecture and gives 
ample credit to a well-organized claque.

RAILEOAD SUPERSTITIONS 


HE superstitions of mariners are as 
‘old as the sea. Those of the land 
sailors, the railroad men, date 

back only a few years, They are new 
in their application, but of immemorial 
age as to their origin. _It makes the 
average: railroader in mt if he ts; 
asked if he’ has any special credulity or 

rejudice, He is sure to answer no; 
but he is almost equally certain to tell 
you of some one be knows in some en- 
gine or train crew who carries some 
fetish of my Lady Luck, or who believes 
in the occult influence of trivial things, 

Thirteen has been an ominous number 
for years. There is not an engine num- 
bered thirteen on any railroad in the 
United States. No locomotive works in 


on an engine or complete it entirely on 
a Friday or the thirteenth of the month, 
Even on rush orders the t machines 
have to be made ready for delivery 
some other day. 

Nine is the number that locomotive 
engineers consider are even more dan- 
gerous than thirteen. There was an en- 
gineer on one of the Michigan divisions 
of the Grand Trunk some years ago, a 
daredevil runner, though he never haa 
an accident. He feared one thing above 
all else, the number nine. He never 
took out an engine but once that bore 
that number. 

On that oceasion his own locomotive 
had needed some trifling repairs and hy 
and his fireman had worked all ‘lay be- 
fore getting it into shape. When they 
left the roundhouse at night everything 
about it was oiled and polished to per- 
fection, ready to take out the fast pas- 
senger traim.at four, the. next..morning. 
But when they came to hitch on some- 
thing was found the matter with the 
coupling. There was no time to fix it. 
An almost new engine, No. 999, was the 
only available substitute. The engineer 
who had sach a superstitious fear of 
the number nine refused pointblank at 
first to take this one out; but aos no 
other loeomotive or engineer could be 
secured at such short notice he had to 
go. 

Two hours later, in the dawn of a 
winter morning, just as they were ap- 
proaching a small station at full speed 
(the train made no stop there) the en- 
gineer thought he say the headlight of 
another Ioeomotive om the track ahead. 
It was snowing hard and the wind was 
blowing a gale. He started to reverse 
his engime; but as he did so what had 
seemed to be the white gleam of a head- 
light grew smatlier, flickered and disap- 
cea ag Thinking it was one of the 
track signals, that had become obseur- 
ed by the snow and that the line was 
clear, he sent the engine forward at 
full speed again. A moment later there 
flashed into view a freight traim dead 
ahead, but still some distance away, 
taking the siding. 

The passenger engineer reversed and 
yelled to the fireman to jump. On the 
fireman's side of the cab was a maze 
of tracks; on the other the way was 
clear. The fireman crossed the cab, but 
he hesitated before he swung himself 
from the bottom step. This fraction of 
a second’s delay was fatal for the en- 
gineer. His foot trip on the fireman’s 
shoulder as he tried to jump from the 
floor of the cab and he was thrown 
headlong, breaking his neck and he 
instantly. The fireman wit 
a scratch; but several lost livés in 
the wreck that followed. 


Another combination of numbers ¢on- 
sidered highly unlucky for an engine 
is 1111 ‘‘eleventy-’leven.’’ These four 
ones are looked upon with as much dis- 
favor by all engineers as the three 
nines. 

If an engine behaves well the first 
time out, if her maiden trip when she 
comes fresh from the shops is smooth, 
and without mishap, she is looked upon 
with approval.

There“ 
are few well authenticated cases where 
a dream has pre d disaster either to 
the individual railway man or to the 
traveling publi® in general. One of the 
dreams that came true happened to an 
engineer on the Mexican tral. 


He was handling the northbound pas- 
sénger train that leaves the Gity of 
Mexico daily for the States. His fire- 
man was a Mexican, One morning he 
went to the trainmaster’s office and ask- 
ed to be relieved from his next trip. 
His fireman also appeared at the same 
time with a similar request. The engin- 
eer finally acknowledged that his reason 


‘for’ démanding the layoff was a dream 


that his fireman had had the night be- 
fore which was that his engine kad met 
another toward the end of the rum and 
that in the collision many lives were 
lost. “When a fatal railway aecident 
occurs in Mexico the custom of the 
authorities there is te imprison al? sur- 
viving members of the engine and train 
crews until the matter is. investi 
and the rsponsibility fixed. This takes 
reé months sometimes, and Mexican 
ails are not very sanitary. Wurther 
than that, whoever is found to blame is 
sent to the penitentiary. 

Neither ridicule nor threats eould 
move this engineer or his fireman; so 
two others took tneir places in the cab 
when the train pulled out that evening. 
Sure enough, the collision happened just 
as the dream had foretold, and both 
of them were killed.

That over 
three million have been extracted from 
a bare rock, in Lake Superior, with an 
area not exceeding 1,000 square feet, 
ought to increase our faith in the vast 
unexplored regious which stretch away

This mineral was named ‘‘Macfar- 
lanite.’’ By other experiments as much 
as: 93.54 per cent, of silver was obtain- 
ed. The work of separating the various 
minerals appears to have been very diffi- 
cult, and many other experiments as to 
the best way of. dealing with the ore 
were carried out, 

The continuation of the Silver Islet 
vein aeross Burnt Island and on the 
main land was traced, but the great 
width of the vein on the island had 
‘shrunk, and the other rich-minerals were 
wanting. 

The working of the property was first 
‘begun by the Montreal Mining Com: 
pany. The excavation of the ore was 
carried. out with difficulty, and even 
danger. The summer of 1869 was -ex- 
ceedingly stormy, and the island, from 

i its position, was exposed to the utmost 
, severity.of the wind and waves.- 
sinking of a shaft in the centre of the 
island, from which it was intended to 
cross-cnt to the vein, was begun, but 
discontinued owing to the influx of 
water. This work was, however, car- 
ried out at a later date. In the winter, 
when ice formed around the islet, the 
excavation of ore was very successful. 
The ice kept the water perfectly still 
and the men worked upon it’ as on a 
platform. Blasting was carried out 
under water, over about 30 feet of the 
vein. The loose veinstone was then 
icked out of the water by means of 
ap tongs, constructed on the spot, 
long-handled shovels, and similar means. 
In this way during less than three years 
28,073 Ibs. or ore, from which $23,115 
worth of silver was extracted, was tak- 
en out, 

It had become evident that, owing to
